of 
contracting 
anthrax 


through the use of shaving brushes 
that are not sterilized properly be- 
fore being put into service. The 
need for thfs warning has beon 
emphasized again by two recent 
fatal cases of anthrax contracted 
through the use of infected shav- 
ing brushes. 
Those deaths oc- 


curred in residents of northern 
California, one of whom lived in 
Humboidt county and tho other in 
Trinity county, and their infections 
in both instances aro attributed to 
the use of new shavlnft brushes.

The list of men he has beaten

the steady Improvement that has 
been observed In his work makes 
It obvious that ho has all the mak- 
ings of a great lighter.

TjTASHINGTON, May 25.-The 


treasury needs only five mil* 


lion ounces of silver to complete 
its purcha«e under the terms of 
the Tinman Acl, Director Scobey 
of the mint announced last night, 
The amount the treasury is re- 
quired to bny under the act il 
betas rapidly reduced and the pre- 
diction was made that the remain- 
ing five million ounces will hare 
been bousht by June 1. 


Vith the purchase of the re- 


mainder, the treasury will hive 
restored 
to its vaults and the 


\anlts of the mints the two hun- 
dred million ounces it sold to the 
British government and which the 
latter staved off 3 threatening 
crisis in India during the World 
War. 
Under the passage of the 


Pittman Act, a British gunboat, 
then anchored in New York Har- 
bor. rn=hed to India with eighteen 
million dollars in silver aboard. 
That money, it has been 
said, 


thwarted German plans for revo- 
lution among the natives who had 
become dissatisfied with p*p«r 
currency as the circulating m«.
